GOOD NEWS 
According to statistics ju st recently made p u b­ 
lic, fewer deaths were cau sed by au tomobiles last 
y ear tha n du ring the two y ears p rev iou s. 
Rep orts ex clu ded the state of U tah becau se 
d ata from tha t state had not y et been receiv ed. 
They showed tha t 28 ,240 deaths were cau sed by 
au tomobiles du ring 19 32, a rate of 23.6 for each 
100.000 p op u lation. 
There were 32,429 deaths in 19 31, a rate of 27 .2. 
In 1930 there were 31,67 8 deaths or a rate of 26.9. 
The highest rate for any state was tha t of 
Nev ada du ring the p ast y ear. The rate there p er 
100.000 p op u lation was 64.5. California was nex t 
with 39 .6, bu t both states showed a decrease. 
North Dak ota showed the lowest rate w ith a 
ratio of 8.6. Mississip p i was nex t to lowest with 
a rate of 11.8. 
While these figu res show a m ark ed imp rov e­ 
m ent and are encou raging, the situ ation is still 
ap p alling. 
Many of the fatal accidents cou ld 
be av erted if more care is ex ercised. Motorists 
and p edestrians alik e shou ld mak e safety for 
themselv es and others their first consideration 
w hen the p ossibility of accidents p rev ail. 
Of 
cou rse, the bu rden of the resp onsibility rests with 
au tomobile driv ers. 
Au tomobile owners and op erators shou ld mak e 
su re tha t ' tires and brak es are in good condi­ 
tion, tha t they may hav e p erfect control ov er 
the car at all times. Then each shou ld driv e 
in a m anner tha t they wou ld wish others to 
driv e. If su ch simp le p recau tions were carried 
ou t, the annu al d eath toll from au tomobile ac­ 
cidents cou ld be cu t in half.
